He ssid he broUEhl the scythe and 
cradle because he hadn't seen ■

As Guar3 for 
Trees, Shrub 

A mulch win prexent alternate 
trrnlng and thawint of trees and 
shnJba durlnj the winter, accoraing 
to Tonj Horn, hortlnilturlit' of the 
Unlreralty ol Idaho extension serv- 
ice, 

"Material that will permit pene- 
tration of moisture Is best," he aays 
"Sometimes leaves mat dawn like 
shingle* so the rain or melted snow 
runs orf." (he hortlcullurlsl adds. 

Horn ssji trees and shruba thai 
go Into the winter with " 
wusliy Jisre a better chant 
firing. Cold, dry Ins winds cause 
branchrs snd twigs of a, dry tree 
to die. Horn also polnta' out that 
fall or winter pruning maku some 
trees more susceptible to winter In- 
Jury. Ali^r the severe winter ol 1818- 
40. lor Fxsmple. peach orchards 
pruned before the treeie were dam- 
aged more than those lett unpnined. 
Horn ssyf. 

The hortleultutlst -saj* winter 
aurucald can be prevented by plac- 
ing a bosrd about six Inches wide 
on tha southwest side of the tree 
several Inches from the trunk ao as 
to prolde shade at the erlllcal lime. 
SunKSld Is mo«t common In Janu- 
ary or rebrtiary. The sun activates 
the cells, and then when the sun 
goes dawn the cold ruptures them, 
eventually caualng the bark to drop. 
'Atplea and cherHeH are pirtjeular- 
ly ausceptlbte. Horn says, and shade 
trec.i auch as Unden. Nomay maple 
horse chestnut, redbud' and £uro- 
pean mountain ash are vulnerable 
becauia tttcT have gmooDi bark. 

Trees planted In the tsU ahould 
be lUked so they will not whip In 
the wind, the e»ten.ilon authority 
says. He sLui advices that luch trect 
should not be pruned until spring. 

Horn un hybrid tea r&ie.i and 
polyanthss may ba protected by 
mounding soil 10 Inchca high nround 
the base of the plant. In addition, 
straw, hay or atrany manure should 
be placed over the mound. 

If heavy snow, tails, Horn advl.ies 
to sweep It Irom Junipers, arborvltae 
and almllar plants. It aUo Is wise to 
lie such bushes with binder twine 
to pre rent limb breakage.

pltal, so It would tie advisable to' 
build within reach ot ciiy plant 
where the service would be avail- 
able.
